To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Circular  28/46  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  calls  again  for  a 
brief  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1945  and  it  has  fallen  to  my  lot 
to  compile  tills  owing  to  the  untimely  passing  of  Dr.  Carpenter, 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  birth  rate  is  up  by  3.8  per  1000,  the  death  rate  down  by 
3.1  per  1000  and  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
lower  by  188  compared  with  1944. 

There  is  no  matter  of  special  importance  to  which  I  wish  to 
call  your  attention.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  its  several  parts  may  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality.  During 
the  year  under  review  seven  samples  of  water  (Sandown  3  and 
Shanklin  4) ,  both  raw  and  treated,  were  obtained  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  results  obtained  indicate 
a  high  degree  of  purity. 

Two  samples  (Sandown)  were  submitted  for  chemical  examin¬ 
ation  and  the  report  again  indicates  a  satisfactory  standard. 

All  houses  in  the  district  have  a  direct  supply  of  water.

Although  later  samples  indicate  some  improvement  bacteriolo¬ 
gical  reports  quite  definitely  show  the  existing  standard  as 
unsatisfactory.

Although  a  large  proportion  of  the  local  householders,  ap¬ 
proximately  430,  have  now  become  poultry  keepers,  conditions  on 
the  whole  remain  satisfactory.  Action  had  to  be  taken  in  two 
instances  as  the  birds  were  kept  in  such  a  state  as  to  be  prejudicial 
to  health  or  a  nuisance.
